was issued on Wednesday by .Superinten- 
dent of Public Iiidtiaction Sbaeffer. 


"Tbe beneficial etfect of tlie obenrvance 


of Arbor Days ia everywhere known and 
acknowledged. Since treed can beplantied 
in ihe fall aa weil as in the apring of the 
year and aince many schools are not in 
dession when the spring Arbor Day is ob- 
served, it has oeconie customary to fix an 
autumn Arbor Day iu order that all the 
children of the commonwealth may learn 
to take an interest iu the planting and care 
of treea and in the preservation aad restor- 
ation of our forests, especially upon areas 
not suited for agriculture. 


"In accordance with this custom Friday 


October 19, 1'JOO, is hereby designated as 
Autumn Arbor Day, with the recommen- 
dation that teachers, pupils and all others 
interested in the schools celebrate the day 
by the planting of treea and by other ap- 
propriate exerci-es."

Damage to the Extent ol About $1000 Done 


Xeglect of duty on the part of a fl^ 


detailed to watch an extra freight train ia 
said to have been the cause of a collision 
resulting in the inj'try of the flagman ant 
others and the wreck of three cars and an 
engine on the Western Maryland railroac 
at Emory Grove early Friday morning 


The accident occurred on the Baltimore 


and Harrisburg division near ite junction 
with the main line and on the atretch jus 
back of the signal station. 
The extra 


freight, with two engines, had been backed 
into the stretch just around a bend, which 
concealed it from trains coming from the 
other direction. 


The caboose was thrown from the track 


a mass of splinters and debris, and the flag' 
man was thrown into a fence corner in the 
ditch. 


The fireman of the Hariisburg Division 


train saw the danger aa the engine rounded 
the curve aud jumped, escaping with some 
bruises, but the engineer stuck to his posl 
aud passed through unscathed. The bag- 
gage-master of the Harrisburg Division 
train was painfully injured in tiie arms 
and legs and had one hand cut by the ava- 
lanche of milk cans which fell upon him. 


Flagman Derr was picked up by the 


crew of the milk train and taken to the 
station, where he was restored to conscious- 
ness and sent to Baltimore on an early 
train. He was much bruised and shocked. 


The engine plowed its way for 20 feet, 


forcing a box car of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road off its trucks aud piling it up against 
the engine, and then cut in half a box car 
of the Western Maryland road. The front 
trucks of the engine were doubled up un- 
der it and the rear wheels thrown off the 
track. The pilot was carried away com 
pletely and the boiler was ripped in the 
side. 


Wrecking crews from Hanover and Union 


Bridge, under Superintendent S. M. Mani- 
fold, of the llarriaburg division, and Mas- 
ter Mechanic David Holtz,of Union Bridge, 
were soon upon the scene, aud the tracks 
were clear by five o'clock in the alternoon. 
Passengers between Baltimore and Harris- 
burg were transferred around the wreck.

By the Accidontal Discharge of a Revolver in 


the Hands of Harvey C. Myers, Wil- 


liam E. Hammers is Shot 


and Killed. 


A sad accident occurred in Highland 


township Saturday night about It) o'clock, 
when by the accidental discharge of a re- 
volver Harvey C. Myers killed William E 
Hammers. The shooting seems to have 
been purely accidental, but the jury of in- 
quest found that the weapon waa oarlessly 
handled.

About this first of October, 1801, the regi- 
ment waa sent along the Northern Central 
H. R. from the Pennsylvania line to Balti- 
more 
At that time this road waa one 


of the main rail roads running through to 
Washington, and it was necessary to guard 
every awifccb, bridge and culvert from the 
Pennsylvania line through to Washington. 
Early in 1802 the regiment waa sent into 
West Virginia, where it performed arduous 
duties looking after the enemy who in- 
fested that mountainous country. 
In 1803 


it waa in and around Winchester, and re- 
mained there until the Pa. Campaign, 
when it joined the 3rd Corps, Army of thu 
Potomac. 


After the battle of Gettysburg, and in 


the winter of 1803 and 'U4 it was transferred 
to the iSixrh Corpa, where jt remained 
until the 25th of Supt., 18<>I, when it wne 
mueteied out. 


Nineteen of the Company re-enlisted in

DISEASES OF THE KOG. 


SOME SUGGESTIONS BY THE NEBRASKA 


EXPERIMENT STATION. 


BESURE. 


In discussing the diseases of the hog 


it will readily be seen that it would be 
quite a task to go over the entire litera- 
ture on this vast subject, which in many 
eases lacks a satisfactory amounl of de- 
sired information. 
I will, therefore, 


apeak only of those diseases to which our 
attention has been called and which 
have caused great losses throughout the j 
state of Nebraska. 1 shall treat three 
diseases affecting the respiratory organs 
which have caused very heavy losses in 
the last few .vtxira. These diseases ruaui- 
fest themselves in the respiratory organs 
of small pigs ana shotes. 
The animal 


usually coughs, especially during feeding 
time, tae coat ui rough, the hair loses its 
luster and the aniaial's entire make-up 
is a picture of uuthiiftiuess. A3 thedis 
ease progresses the animal becomes 
weaker, more guaut, and the cough more 
severe. Tiieae symptoms may be applied 
to thiee diftdrent diseases of the respira- 
tory organs : The lirst is caused by feed- 
iiia too ueavy a grain ration, such as 
com, without any resai d for a balanced 
ration or providing an.' o£ the mineral 
salts that are necesrfarj to build up the 
system. Second, ir?e''i.r:ical pneumonia 
caused by curapelling t\uim:iis to inhabit 
quarters where they are obliged to con- 
tinually mh,de a great quantity oil dust. 
This dual naturally adtierea to the mu- 
coub rnembr,u)s:sof the breathing organs, 
such as the broi-.cl.Ul tubes, which wueu 
completely liilt-d up causes mechanical 
pneucnouid. Tlili disoise alone has tak- 
en away tuin-.y thoinund hosts iu this 
state the pas'. ye<u. la iimuy iiutances 
during a very di> speil the hog lot he 
comes verv dusty ao c'mt l.uga moving 
around Ireely in thecox^al otu upacluud 
ol dust, and it is thia dust that cauees 
these htavy Uwaes. Third, mechanical 
pn«utnoiii4 produced by parasites. The 
symptoms iu this case aie almost the 
same. The animal coughs at tha leasl 
provocation, loses tloah rapidly, and be- 
comes gieatly etu.iciiUeU.

cbiit. of this expense is unnecessary. Jt 
is through misuse ami carelessness, rather 
than by labor and wear, that the imple- 
ments become useless. The machine, no 
matter what the material of which it is 
uonstnicteil, will not live out its days ol 
usefulness if left exposed iu the fence 
corner or barnyard after its season for 
the year is over. Ilnstand rot will early 
eat away its vitality and it will be con- 
signed to the sciap heap while yet it 
should be in its prime. The farmer 
must then buy two machinc.-i where one 
should have sudie.ed.
